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In theſe Mr. Veſtley could not but ob- 
ſerve great pretences to extraordinary Pie- 
ty and Holineſs; but, as he himſelf fd 
there appear'd at the fame time ſuch a 
little peviſk. narrow and ſelfiſh Spirit in 
them as gave him great Offence. I do 
not underſtand that his Maſter forced him, 
as they now generally do, to forſake the 
Charch Service and attend their Meet- 
ings ; but yet being at Liberty to go to 
Church or not; He did not ſpend the 
Lord's Day ſo well as he ought to have 
done. Thus his Senſe of Religion was 
very much impair'd. 


And his Maſter's Brother being a looſe 
vicious Man endeavour'd to corrupt him 
by bringing him into thoſe Immorali- 
ties, to which Youth is but too prone, and 
in which whoſoever allows himſelf can 
have no inheritance in the Kingdom of 


Chriſt. and of God. As Toon as his time 
Was up his Father recall'd him into the. 


Country, which, altho' he made him his 
Heir, was very much to his Prejudice in 
temporal Affairs. For the way he had 


put him in was fo profitable, that his Fel- 


low Apprentice, who alſo offered him a 


Partnerſhip in Trade, grew very Rich, 
and roſe to the higheſt Honours in the 
City. Upon his retun into the Country

he fell into an intimacy with a Perſon of 
Quality and Eftate, who, tho' ot good 
Wit and Parts, threw away. the greateſt 
part of his Time, as too many ſuch do, in 


Sports and Recreations. Thus was he in- 
gaged in all thoſe Vanities to which idle: 
neſs and fullneſs of Bread expoſe thought- 


Fels and Inconſiderate Men. For he did 


little elſe but Eat and Drink and riſe up 
to Play. In the mean time it pleas'd 
God to take away the Lady of the Fami- 
ly, a Perſon of ſingular Piety and Virtue. 


This ſtroke was too Heavy not to be felt by 
the moſt inſenſible People about her. It 


affected Mr Weſtley in particular, who, 


tho at thet Time he had but little Re- 


ligion in himſelf, always reverenc'd it in 


others. This gave a new turn to all his 


Thoughts, in ſo much that he took up a 
Relolution from thence-torward- to lead 
quite another Courle of Life, and in order 
to it, took his leave of his Friend with 
Words to this Effect.

phy either of us, I very much fear that 


We ſhould not have been able to give 
«' ſo good an Account of our ſelves as the 
e has done. You may do as you pleaſe: 
For my own Part I think I have play d 
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* the Fool long enough, and do now re- 
„ ſolve by God's Grace to become ano- 
„ther Man than I have hitherto been.“ 
He retir'd accordingly to hisown Home, 
where the Senſe of paſt miſcarriages hung 
ſo heavy upon him, that many thougbt 
him tall'n into a deep Melancholy; but 
they were Miſtaken, for he was natural- 
ly of a pleaſant chearful Temper. His 
Sorrow was of another Nature, it was a 
godly Sorrow which worketh Repentance 
not to be repented of. He thenceforth 
e to Devotion and good 
Works; the one took up almoſt all his 
Time, and the other his Income. For 
he was ſo abundant in Alms Deeds, as 
ſcarcely to leave himſelf a competent ſub- 
ſiſtence. His chief ſtudy was in the Ho- 
ly Scriptures, which he proſecuted with 
a right intention, viz. to know his Duty 
and Practice it. 


And to this End he did not only read 
the Word of God, but meditate upon it, 
ſtill writing down his Obſervations, of 
which theſe I have publiſh'd are but a 
mall part. For he went thro' the whole 
Bible in the ſame manner, the Revelation 
only excepted, on which I can find nothing 
under his Hand. Neither do I think that 
he read that Book fo much as the reſt, out 


of 


— 


of an Opinion that it was too far above 
his Underſtanding, and that he might 
ſpend his time more profitably upon the 


plainer parts of Scripture. 


And his Proficiency herein was ſuch, 
that for knowledge he was a very ſolid 
and judiciou Divine, and in practice as 
perfect a Chriſtian as ever I knew. I had 
a long and intimate Acquaintance with 
him, and never obſerv'd him culpable 
either in Word or Deed; but on the con- 
trary his whole Converſation was an ex- 
cellent pattern of Sobriety, Righteouſneſs 
and Godlineſs. In this manner led he the 
remainder of his Life, and with that Peace 
and Satisfaction of Mind, which as far ex- 
ceeds all the Delights of Senſe, as the ſpi- 
ritual and immortal Nature does that of a 
Beaſt, The Sincerity of his Repentance 
manifeſted it ſelf to him by its Fruits, 
and from thence reſulted ſuch an Aſſur- 
ance of Gods Love and Favour to him, 
that he rejoiced in the Lord always. E 
an entire Reſignation to the Divine Will, 
He was ſuperior to all the Accidents of 
Life, ſo that nothing diſturb'd the Tran- 


quility of his Mind. About a Year be- 


fore his Death, tho' neither Infirmity nor 
Age intimated any ſuch thing, he grew 
Apprehenſive of his approaching Diſſo- 
lution, and was accordingly ſeized with 
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The LIFE of the Author. . 
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a malignant Fever, which ended in his 
Death. His Behaviour upon his Death- 
Bed was very remarkable; no impatience, 
no fears diſturb'd his Spirit, and whilſt 
every one that knew him was Solicitous 
for his recovery, he alone was perfectly 
indifferent. Means indeed were uſed, and 
he ſubmitted to the uſe of them; but out of 
a Senſe of his Duty, rather than any Ex- 
pectations of their proving effectual. For 
ſeeing the Table cover'd with Medicines, 
he ſaid, there was a plenteons Entertain- 


ment for Death. He gave thoſe that wait- 


ed on him as little trouble as poſſible, and 
return'dthem Thanks for every good Office 
they did him. His pains lay chiefly in 
his Head, but yet affected not his Under- 
ftanding of which he had the Uſe to the 
very laſt. About hal? an hour before he 
died, the Miniſter that attended on him, 
bid him be of good Chear for all would 
be well with him; his anſwer was, All is 
avell, both in the ont ward and iuward Man. 

His pains it ſeems were ceaſed, and his 
„Soul was at Eaſe, having a rational and 
well grounded A ſſurance of a blefled im- 
Mortality. Thus the End of this Righte- 
vus Man was Peace. Do thou, Reader, 
lead his Lite, that thou mayſt dye his
